The Carp as Food. 
I will not champion the cause of the 
sucker, hut for the carp I have a good 
word, and this good word is superfluous 
among readers of Forest and Stream, who 
are familiar with the subject of European 
table fish. The carp properly prepared, 
boiled and served yvith butter sauce and 
small 1 toiled jmtatoes, is a luxurious addi­ 
tion to our table; and this expression of 
sentiment on my part is not original. 
It 
may be heard in any first-class restaurant 
innorihern Europe. 
It is true that the 
flesh of the carp is redolent of the odor of 
various algie and diatoms yvlien the fish has 
been recently taken from a warm pond, but 
the particular flavor rapidly disappears if 
the fish is put doyvn the well for a few 
days before being killed. It is not half as 
much trouble to sweeten a school of carp 
as it is to fatten one hog, and the profit of 
the former work may far exceed those of 
the latter. 1 profess to he something of a 
connoisseur at the table, and am willing to 
make the assertion that “ qualified carp” 
is delicious.—Forest and Stream.

.i is not proposed now to review the 
a ln a e t countless argum ents that can be 
a., anced in its support, or marshal the 
m;. r.ad oí reasons that justify its enact- 
m nt into law. It m ust suffice to say that 
it is a wise measure, in the light of experi­ 
ence in other States ; that no State having 
tried it proposes to abandon the system ; 
th :t if women are not competent to judge 
o f the character and capacity of school offi­ 
cials they are not qualified or fit to teach 
our children. 
W hat an absurdity our present law is— 
women can be elected to sit on School 
B lards, to be County and City Superin­ 
tendents of Schools, but are not permitted 
to vote for the official stations the law 
qualifies them to fill. 
There ia no argum ent that can be raked 
up against the Senate bill that has not been 
trotted up and down before the face of 
progress ever since the tirue when women 
we e held to be chattels aud slaves, and 
niea masters aud barbarians. The gaunt 
fc.m soi the “reasons’'against such a bill 
have dragged their fieshless offeusiveness 
across the path of every effort to uplift 
m ankind and foster the enlightenm ent of 
the race. 
Let the men of the Legislature be cour- 
ag ous enough in these the last hours of 
the session to crowu that body with an 
honor that will be fadeless and im perish­ 
able, Oy saying to the women of California:

M unicipal reforms will be accomplished 
w hen “ taking municipal government out 
of politics” means what the phrase reads— 
that is to say, when the adm inistration of 
m .nieipal affairs is treated only as an 
ecunomic and business matter.

he. e non-partisan regulation of the little 
d i mils that enter into the ‘‘running” of a 
city for the sanitary, financial, educational 
and other com m unity interests, when the 
progressive spirit of the age has so far ad­ 
vanced that partisans have oecome con­ 
y . rd that in determ ining National and 
S i-t- policy it is not absolutely necessary 
th^ 
town constables should be chosen, 
ti.r streets watered and lighted and the 
8, wt-rs cleaned, upon the lines of políti­ 
ca. issues. And that time will come—ali 
the indications of the present foretell its 
ap. r «ach, though it is yet far distant.

W hile it is 
true that there are many men who are able 
ati i are so situated that they can oversee 
th- public schools w ithout financial pun­ 
ish uent, the system that is in vogue shuts 
on* the poor man who cannot give the 
tin 
- that is his money — necessary to 
fa : ui discharge of duty. No m a'ter bow 
inD iigent, therefore, or bow admirably 
qm iitied for the superviioial offices, he 
C a^n.t “ afford” to take them , and thus 
one elem ent in the composition- of our 
society is shut out from pariripatiun in 
the direction of one of the moat im portant 
branches of free government. 
The imtue 
díate occasion for the debate iu New York 
is the declination of one of the Board of 
fc lucation to take action to remedy certain 
ills in the san i'a'y condition of certain 
sclmol-houses, on the ground that he has 
no’ the time to attend to the duty, nor the 
inclination to go aoout a very disagreeable 
task 
If that Director was a salaried offi­ 
cial, the city would have the right to de­ 
m an 1 that he proceed to do bis duty or else 
give way for some one who will. W e do 
not believe that tbe Slate should ask any­ 
one of Its citizens to work for it without 
com pensation. It is entitled to as good ad­ 
m inistration of its affairs as is a private 
body, and it cannot hope to get it until it 
adopts the system of the private business 
concern. The public school system is too 
im portant and too sacred to have its ad­ 
m inistration made a charily. It demands 
th e thought and tim e of intelligent men 
for its right conduct, and these constitute 
the capital in life of seven-tenths of those 
fit for such positions.

“experim ent” has proven eminently suc­ 
cessful, canuot understand how the Indiana 
paper could honestly fall into such an 
error. The suspicion is strong that its bit­ 
terness but reflected the wish behind it. 
The quotation it made from the official re­ 
port m ust be taken in connection with 
the context of the document. All that 
report 
could 
have 
said 
is 
that it 
costs more 
for 
the 
State 
to 
print 
her books than it would a private individ­ 
ual: aud that is a truth that in no way af­ 
fects the policy of State issuance of the 
hooks. The State works her printers but 
eight hours a day and she pays first-class 
wares. The private publisher can work 
his men 
ten hours, and 
grind them 
dawn to lower rates if he chooses. The 
great truth the Journal avoids is this, that 
the people now get the text-books very 
much cheaper, have as good books as be­ 
fore, andaré not, as prior to the adoption of 
the present system, at the mercy of the 
book rings, while tbe book-publishing lob­ 
byists have disappeared from the halls of 
legislation and the local politics of the 
counties and cities. Moreover, the State 
gets its money back for ali its outlay, at 
the same tim e tLat the people receive the 
books at a very much lower rate. Unless 
our Indianapolis contem porary is desirous 
of misleading the Indiana Legislature, it 
will correct its blunders, and in Quoting 
from official reports quote fair. 


M r. Dawson, of the Charleston News and 
Courier, who was murdered for defending 
the honor of a young woman placed under 
his care, proved his courage a few years 
ago by refusing to fight a duel with a South­ 
ern fire-eater. At the tim e it was supposed 
that uo man in that city could defy “ the 
code " a n d retain the respect of Southern 
socitty. 
Dawson, however, Lud confidence 
in the justice of his position and the ulti 
mate judgm ent of brave men and honest 
women. The result was that he won his 
point, and he died honored, respected and 
admired by all the people. By his cour­ 
ageous stand against a relic of barbarism, 
he did more than any other man has done 
in the last half of the century to bring the 
duello into deserved disrepute. Dawson s 
example showed how powerful and irre­ 
sistible is the weapon of truth in the hands 
of a m an who has the courage to wield it. 


T herk is nothing of record in recent 
times more significant of tbe m arch of 
free thought and democratic ideas than the 
arant of a Constitution by the Em peror of 
Japan to his people. The 11th of Febru­ 
ary, on which day the Im perial order was 
issued, will become one of the proudest 
anniversaries of the nation. Unless the 
world mistakes the signs of progress in 
Japan, less than a century will elapse be­ 
fore it becomes a government by the peo­ 
ple in which ruling classes will be u n ­ 
known. 


As was generally believed would be the 
case, the Samoan war cloud has vanished. 
There has been no naval battle. On the 
contrary, peace hovers lovingly over the 
dusky isles, and German impudence has 
retired before the frown of an indignant 
world. 
In short Germany, according to 
this morning's news, is taking “ the back 
track," and getting out of a bad scrape as 
rapidly as possible. 


QUEER THINGS AMONG BOOKS. 


1 How People Buy Them aud Sell Them— 
1 
A Story that Sounds L ik e Fiction. 
“There is probably no dealer in old 
books,” said one of the best-known men in 
that business in this city the other day, 
“who has so much experience and sharp­ 
ness as not to be caught napping now and 
then. 
I spend the most of my leisure 
time going about among other dealers, and 
it is wonderful to see what valuable things 
tliev will sell sometimes for a small price, 
and what absurd sums they will charge for 
things that are worth next to nothing. 
The other day I was looking over the 
books placed outside the door of a shop 
and I found, tied up iu a bundle, a file of 
a little paper published at Brook Farm, 
that experiment in 
co-operation tried 
years ago at West Koxbury, Massachusetts. 
It is now the rarest of American period­ 
icals. The bundle was marked ‘50 cents.’ 
I could scarcely believe mv eves. 
‘Is that 
the price you ask for this bundle ?’ I said 
to the dealer. 
“He looked at the bundle and then said 
carelessly : ‘Oh, no, no; you can have 
that for 35 cents, if you want it.’ 
“ And iu buying books people don’t 
know, often, when they are getting a good 
bargain. Here is an o’ld French book that 
few know anything about, but it is exceed­ 
ingly curious. 
Librarians see it on my 
catalogue, but they never heard of it be­ 
fore, and think it isn’t worth anything. 
Well, if somebody doesn’t buy it I shall

The War oil Clin Rock Seals. 
E ds. R e c o rd -U k io n : 
The bill now be­ 
fore the Legislature for the extermination 
of tbe seals inhabiting the Cliff seal rocks 
in San Francisco is said to be in the inter­ 
est of fishermen—not those who ran the 
risk of catching—but the proprietors. Fish 
in San Francisco, compared to more settled 
and older countries bring an exorbitant 
price, but are got with much less labor and 
much less risk than in any city in the 
world 
The supply. íd fact.’is purposely 
curtailed, and theseals blamed for a scarcity 
that does uot exist nor ever will exist. A 
few facts, easily proven, will satisfy any 
person that fish are most abundant, and 
that if sold for half their present price, 
would yield a large profit to men grown 
rich Biready in tbe trade. 
Almost any day on the beach between 
Harborview an d ' Fort Point, fishermen 
may be seen 
m aking draughts to tbe 
beach, aud after basketing all the m arket­ 
able fish, frotn 100 to 150 pounds of small 
fish are left high and dry on the beach to 
die. These, with very little trouble, or 
without any trouble, could be put hack to 
their native element and in two or three 
years become several thousands of pounds 
of uia-ketable food. 
One-third grown 
crabs are crushed with the heels of tbe 
fishermen's gum-boots to be more easily 
dumped from their nets. This is a sham e­ 
ful waste, and if fish were at ail scarce, 
would never occur. 
A nother instance showing the enormous 
supply of fish appears in Mr. Sutro's open 
letter to the legislature, where he speaks 
of tbe enormous catches, on Sundays, by 
excursion parties on tug boats going out to 
the Farallones. 
He speaks of an individual 
c-itch of 640 pounds. This seems big, but 
uot uncommon, yielding lots of fun to 
amr-tei-re. 
W b*n a tug starts out pools are 
formed, tbe person having the biggest bag 
taking the “ pot." 
Lart sum m er a psrtv of 
twelve aboa.d divided themselves into four 
parties of three each, and each party put­ 
ting up $5. 
The winners in this c;se 
caught about 1,300 pounds—more than 
they could d ’spose of; so after fellow pas­ 
sengers bad taken out a few pounds, the 
balance was offered to a dealer for $0. le*s 
than one cent a pound, and though choice 
staple fish, he would not take it. though 
retailing »t from 10 cents to 15 certs per 
pound. 
Over 7 000 pounds of fish were 
caught on 'bis excursion by less than thirty 
persons. 
Every Sunday eveniue, on the 
re-urn of the fishing parties, poor people 
meet the boats, always getting a good sup­ 
ply. 
Does this look like a scarcity of food 
fi-h? 
Is there another city of this size in 
the world that can send out tnese excur­ 
sions Sunday afierSunday.aud return with 
such results? H ucdrt ds'of tons are caught 
every season by these excursionists. 
The cry against seals is simply a pretext 
for the en< rmous prices, and if two or 
three tie's during the vear are injured by a 
seal there is quite a noise made. Sturgeon 
do much more damage to n e‘s. and. in foot, 
the seals are often blamed for w hat the 
sturgeon do.

Eps. R ecord-U nion: 
I wish to inform 
yon of a sight we witnessed in the m orn­ 
ing of February 28th about sunrise. We 
live nearly twenty-five miles lrom Sacra­ 
mento City, due east, and we can see the 
Capitol quite plain on clear days. On the 
above named morning I looked in the di­ 
rection of the city, and to m y surprise saw 
two Capitols instead of one: they appeared 
one above tbe other, and the upper one was 
at least five times the size of the lower one. 
At times the one in the air would settle 
right over the other, and again rise way 
above it until the dome rose to the sum ­ 
m it of the Coast Range. Then the dome 
would become detached and float in differ­ 
ent directions and again return and rise 
until the Capitol and dome would be of 
grand proportions. This phenomena lasted 
about ten minutes. W hen the sun had 
well risen it disappeared and we could but 
faintly see the outlines of the Capitol itself, 
there being a large amount of vapor in the 
a:r. 
It was no fog bank, for tbe mirage 
in the sky looked 
more 
solid 
than 
the one on the earth and glistened white. 
~ took rotice of the sunlight that morning 
around Sacramento city. It was of a light 
red appearance, while between here and 
there it was yellow. 
At first Í wss greatly astonished and 
came to the conclusion there was some­ 
thing wrong with my vision. 
I called the 
folks, and they saw the same. Together 
we watched it until it disappeared 
I have read much about mirages sailors 
have seen at sea, and came to the conclu­ 
sion that it could be explained on the same 
principle. I do not know whether or not 
others observed the same sight, or whether 
you have beard of it before. If not, you 
may publish this for the benefit of those 
interested in such matters.

THE ENSENADA GOLD FIELDS. 


An E x p erien ced M iner T ells W h at H e 
Saw an d W h at B e T h inks. 
Several weeks since it was reported that 
the Mexicans were taking out gold in pay­ 
ing quantities not far from Ensenada, in 
Lower California. The news was tele­ 
graphed all over the country, and there 
was a grand rush for the new gold fields. 
B. H . M iller, for a long tim e Clerk of 
Mono county, and a gentleman well known 
in this city, has returned from the southern 
country, and gives anything but a glowing 
account of the newly-found gold fields. He 
says the gold fields are in what is called 
Santa Clara valley and in two gulches, the 
A merican and Mexican. The gold fields 
extend along those two gulches lor a dis­ 
tance of five miles, and no gold is found 
outside of the channels, which are very 
narrow. These gulches are nothing more 
than water courses, w hich are perfectly dry 
in the sum m er time, but in w inter are often 
raging torrents. The Mexican gulch is 
now dry, and the snow in the m ountains 
will not feed the American later than the 
first of May. 
Those going to the mines from Califor­ 
nia by teams enter at Juana, a town just 
across the line. Here you find some ob­ 
stacles. The authorities take from you all 
your arm s. They charge you $40 duly 
upon every horse or ox, regardless of their 
value. They collect $Í0 for every wheel 
upon your vehicle, $5 per hundred on your 
flour, 18 cents per pound on your bacon 
and ham s and 60 cents for each can of 
canned goods and everything else in pro­ 
portion. In other words, you buy your 
outfit in San Diego and have to buy it over 
again when you reach the Mexican border, 
and pay two prices for it. The ciaims are 
only sixty feet square, and yon have to pay 
the Mexican Government $17 for each loca­ 
tion before you are allowed to stick a pick 
in the soil, and they also exact 40 per cent, 
of all the gold you take out. This would 
not be so bad if there was plenty of gold, 
but there is not. The reports about fabu­ 
lous sums of gold being shipped from 
Southern California are all false. 
The 
mines 
are neither extensive nor 
rich. 
There are no gravel deposits, but the chan­ 
nels of the two gulches are shallow and 
filled with float. There are no quartz 
mines, but indications which m ight be 
called trace rock are found quite frequently, 
some of it gold bearing. 
There are m any more coming from the 
mines than are going in. 
Most of them 
were men from the East who know noth­ 
ing of mining, and of course, all they get 
out of it is their experience, which costs 
them a round sum . W hen the first news 
came out regarding the discovery, there 
was a grand rush from Arizona and all 
points of Southern 
California. 
Manv 
clerks in Los Angeles and San Diego who 
had positions worth $100 per m onth, left 
them on one day's notice and started for 
Mexico. The Mexican officials are very 
slow and exacting. The red tape one has 
to go through is amazing, and it takes 
three days to pass these custom officers. 
The natives are the lowest class of greasers 
and half-breeds, who live on berries and 
nuts, have no stores, and sell no provisions 
that an American can eat. 
It is a barren 
and desolate country, good for nothing for 
agriculture, and so far has shown nothing 
in m ineral that would warrant an experi­ 
enced prospector, under the existing gov­ 
ernm ental affairs, to even waste his time 
in prospecting. 
At present from four to six outfits are 
all that can pass the customs office at Juana 
in one day. They propose to get more 
help, and the Governor of Lower California 
seems to be glad to have Americans come 
in. 
Mr. Miller advises all who want to try 
their luck in those mines to secure their 
passports of the Mexican Consul at San 
Diego, as it will save them m uch tim e on 
the border. The m iners m ust get all their 
supplies from Ensenada, on the coast.

JAMES O’SULLIVAN. 


A P io n eer N ew spaper M an o f C alilornla, 
an d an O ld Soldier, D ead. 
Jame3 O’Sullivan, a native of Ireland, 
aged 63, died near this city on the 13th in­ 
stant, after a long illness. O’Sullivan was 
one of the oldest newspaper men on the 
coast. H e came to California in 1846, a 
member of Colonel Stevenson's famous 
regiment. H e engaged in m ining in Tuol­ 
um ne county in an early day, but soon 
drifted into journalism and became one of 
the editors of the Placer Herald and Times 
of this city, the pioneer journal of the val­ 
ley. Subsequently he was an editor of the 
Times, of San Francisco, and thereafter 
served on various papers. 
He was an effec­ 
tive writer and a m an of m uch penetration 
when he was in his prime. 
He was sent 
from San Francisco as a member of the 
last Constitutional Convention, and after 
service in that body fell into ill-health and 
became dependent upon the kindness of 
old pioneer friends. 
A few m onths before 
his death he received the first installm ent 
of a pension granted to him . He came to 
Sacramento several m onths ago and was 
cared for in the County Hospital. O’Sulli­ 
van was a man of good address end was 
well liked by those who knew him best. 
He was a journeym an printer, aud Sacra­ 
m ento Typographical Union. No. 46. will 
do him funeral honors on Sun/lav.

join the communion, which was, of course, 
gladly given, the actress and her maid 
knelt together and worshipped humbly 
with the poor people around them. 
As 
they left the church Miss Anderson noticed 
a solitary man sitting in the back, who 
watched her intently as she passed out. 
She was sure she liad not passed him in 
entering, and something seemed to force it 
on her mind that his presence there was 
in some way connected with her devotions. 
Before nightfall this impression was deep­ 
ened to a certainty, for the streets of St. 
Louis were ringing with the crv. “ M arv 
Anderson at the altar!” shrieked from the 
throats of a hundred news-boys. 
The paper referred to was" selling rap­ 
idly, and the cause of the demand was a 
long article telling how a reporter had 
dogged Miss Anderson to the church, and 
describing her every movement as she was 
engaged at her devotions.

THE YOSEMITE INVESTIGATION. 
The Com m ittee on Yosemite Valley and Mari­ 
posa Grove of Big Trees, to whom wus referred 
charges agaim t the Yosemite Valley Commis­ 
sioners, presented a volum inous report. Among 
other things the com m ittee said : 
1 After having m ade due allow ance for good 
intentions and the m any difficulties to be en­ 
countered by the Commissioners, we felt it our 
duty to say th a t there is m uch of which we can­ 
not approve. To call it a misconception of duty 
is 1 1 put upon it the most charitable construc­ 
tion. 
W hether this is attributable lo errors of 
judgm ent or a m isapprehension of the nature of 
th eir duties, or from a w ant of intelligence to 
properly com prehend them , we are not pre­ 
pared to say.” 
The com m ittee denounces tbe prevailing sys­ 
tem of letting of privileges, and deprecates the 
destruction of trees and grounds. "W e feel sat­ 
isfied," say the com m ittee, "th a t a few years 
more of such m anagem ent would turn that most 
beautiful part of God’s earth iuto a second rate 
. tock-farm .” 
The report is signed by Rundell, Tully and 
tuUcich. 
Dibble, who was a m em ber of the 
com m ittee, declined to express an opinion, as 
he heard but little of the testim ony. 
A MINORITY REPORT. 
Hook. Crawford and G ardner presented an­ 
o ther report, in which they agreed w ith their 
colleagues in some of their conclusions and dif­ 
fered in others. They exonerate the present 
Commissioners from any intent of a crim inal 
nature and m sert the belief that they have m an­ 
aged the valley for the best interests of the State. 
RAILROAD TAXES. 
The Com m ittee on Judiciary presented four 
reports regaiding an investigation m ade into 
th" subject of railroad taxes. The m ajority re­ 
port is signed by H art, Tully, Young. D aniror, 
Coombs, Black, Hyde, Ilibb.e, Salomon, Lowe, 
C hapm m and Rcnisou, snd details steps taken 
by the com m ittee to obtain inform ation. Tbe 
investigad ns of tbe com m ittee lead to these 
co H iU sioas; T hat certain suits were brought 
fo rth 
taxes lor certaiu fiscal years, among 
them the case known as “ The Sam a clara 
case.” These suits were fully and ' irefullv 
tried by the Court, and resulted in find _gs ami 
a judgm ent against th e State. 
In thes.- cases it 
appears to have been proved th at the State 
Board of K qualizatim , iri assessing railroads, did 
assess steam boats and fences, which w as held 
to invalidate the assessments. Subsiqu ntly, 
and after these cases had been appealed to the 
Supreme Court, a stipulation was cut r d iuto 
by the Attorney-General w ith the attorneys of 
the railroad com panies, w hereby it was agreed 
to subm it the cases then ¡«ending in th e Circuit 
Court for the taxes for the several cuuroks for 
subsequent years. 
By this stipulation 
: was 
agreed to subm it all tne cases on the c : up-e 
takeu iu the Suuta Clara and other cat..» ore- 
iously tried, so far as said evidence should be 
applicable. 
it appears that accordingly the findings were 
settled and filed, based upon the evidence in 
the earlier cases. 
A BILL INTRODUCED. 
In conjunction w ith the reports of the Com­ 
m ittee on Judiciary regarding railroad taxes, 
Neawell. C hairm an of the com m ittee, intro­ 
duced the following b ill: 
Section 1. There is hereby created a Commis 
sicn of six persons, whose dutv shall be to in­ 
vestigate th¿- subject of taxation in the Sta e of 
Califoruia, particularly w ith reference to the 
taxation of the property ot railroad com panies 
and "th er quasi-public corporations. Said Com- 
iss.ou shall prepare a report to be subm itted 
’he next session of the Legislature, w ith 
stmli recom m endations as shall seem best to 
said Commission. 
Sec ion 2. ih e Speaker of the Assembly shall 
appoint two m em bers of said Commission—one 
tiom the 
i publican and one from the Demo­ 
cratic parly. The ITesident or l’rcsidcnt pro 
tem . ot the Senate shall appoint tw o m em bers 
of said Commission, one from each of said 
parties, and the Governor of the State shall 
appoint t vo o f said Commission one from each 
ol said parties. 
S ent hi 3. The Commission shall appoint a 
Sonographic Secretary, who shall receive as 
his com pensation uot to exceed Í10 a day while 
actually em poyed and such cea lor tiauscrib- 
mg us are allowed by law. 
Section 4. Such Oommissione's shall each re­ 
ceive Ihe sum of <2,000 as full com iiensation 
for their services, payable one-half on the first 
day of January, 1890, and the balance upon the 
submission of their report to the Legislature. 
Section 5. Said Commissi >n shall term inate 
upon the assem bling of the next Legislature. 
Section 6. Said Commissioners shafl be allowed 
a reas m able sum for their traveling aud contin­ 
gent expenses, not to exceed the sum of 81,000. 
Section 7. The sum i f <14 000 is hereby appro­ 
priated out of any m oney iu the Treasury not 
otherw ise appropriated lo carry into effect this

Section S. This Act shall take effect from and 
alter its passage.
